Commissioner Dicus 

I commend staff for their efforts in providing the Commission with the final Part 63 rule amendment
in such a timely manner and for detailing a well thought out approach to defining unlikely features,
events, and processes (FEPs) in the context of Yucca Mountain’s 10,000 year post-closure
compliance period.  Given the uncertainties in being able to estimate the occurrence of natural
FEPs over a 10,000 year time-frame, I support staff’s recommendation to specify a probability
range of values between 10-5 to 10-8, rather than a single probability value.  I believe that this
approach will allow for appropriate consideration and better characterization of the range of
possible scenarios associated with unlikely FEPs at the Yucca Mountain repository site.
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
